A Jurist of Ability. 

Judge Barrow had been on the bench 
of the superior court since January, 1902, 
he was appointed to succeed the 
late Judge Robert Falligant. His long 
legal training rendered him well quali- 
fled to fill the position with signal abil- 
ity and that he did so jis the unanimous 
opinion of the Savannah bar. 

His administration of justice was such 
as to commend his work to the commu- 
nity and had he lived he would prohba- 
bly have had long tenure of the position. 

Pefsonally, Judge Barrow was very 
popular. He had an ease and grace of 
manner that won him friends readily and 
ever retained them. 

Among these were most of the leading 
men of the law and busipess in Georgia. 
Professor David C. Barrow, of Athens, 
professor in the University of Georgia, 
was a brother of Judge Barrow and Mrs. 
Randolph Spalding, of Savannah, was his 
sister. 

He leaves four sons, Messrs. Pope RBar- 
row, Jr., of Atlanta; James Barrow, of 
Athens; David C. Barrow and Dr. Craig 
Barrow, of Savannah. Miss Elizabeth 
Barrow and Miss Lucy Barrow were his 
daughters. : 

The latter arrived from school for the 
Christmas holidays just about the time 
her father was stricken and did not see 
him in health. 


A Distinguished Ancestry. 
Judge Barrow was born August f, 
1839, on the plantation of his maternal 
grandfather, Middleton Pope, in Ogle- 
thorpe county, Georgia. 

His father was David Crenshaw § Bar-

Barrow and his great-great grandfather 
was also Thomas Barrow, who was born 
in Lancashire, England, and immigrat- 
ed to Virginia before he attained his 
majority, 

Pope Barrow's mother was Sarah Eliza 
Pope. She was a daughter of Middleton 
Pope and his wife, Lucy Hopson Lump- 
kin, who was a daughter of Governor 
Wilson Lumpkin of Georgia. 

Mr. Barrow's grandfather, James Bar- 
row, entered the revolutionary army 
under General Washington at the age 
of !8 He went through the celebrated 
winter at Valley Forge and was in the 
battles of Brandywine and Germantown 
and other engagements in the more 
southern states. His regiment was sta- 
tioned at Savannah in the latter part of 
the summer of 1776. 


Eminent Service to State. 

Judge Barrow was edueated at the 
University of Georgia from which he 
was finally graduated in the law depart- 
ment in 1860. 

He entered the confederate army in 
April, 1861, as a lieutenant in Troup ar- 
tillerv, and served with that battery In 
Virginia until he was appointed aide-de- 
camp to Major General Howell! Cobb, in 
which capacity he served until he was 
taken prisoner at the battle of Colum- 
bus. Upon his release he returned home 
and after a short residence in Ogle- 
thorpe county commenced the practice of 
law at Athens. He has continued to 
practice law ever since. 

Judge Barrow was twice married, first 
to Sarah Church Craig, daughter of Lieu- 


' tenant Colonel Lewis Stephenson Craig, of 


the old regular army of the United States, 
who was killed near the close of the 
Mexican war. Her mother was Elizabeth 
Church, daughter of Dr. Alonzo Church, 
president of the Urtiversity of Georgia. 

His second wife was Cornelia Augusta 
Jackson, daughter of General Henry R. 
Jackson, of Savannah, and his wife, Cor- 
nelia Davenport. 

Judge Barrow was a member of the 
constitutional convention of 1887, being 
one of the youngest members of that 
body.

The younger officials and the newspa- 
pers discuss the possibilities of an al- 
liance between China and Japan, but the 
only available Chinese troops are the 15,- 
000 Japanese trained men of Yuan Shi 
Kai (who was recently appointed com-, 
mander of the imperial army and navy) 
who might fight under foreign leaders, 
but whose present officers are incom- 
petent_and of doubtful courage, 

China May Be Divided. 

The two members of the diplomatic 
corps at the Chinese capital whose opin- 
ions regarding the present critical condi- 
tion of affairs in the Far East are prob- 
ably most palpable are Japanege Minister 
UInichida and Sir Ernest Mason Satow, 
who for over three years has represented 
the British government at Pekin. It is 
no secret that both see only a faint pros- 
pect of war being averted. 

Minister Satow was connected with the 
British diplomatic service in Japan for a 
quarter of a century. He is one of the 
greatest living authorities on Japanese 
history and literature, and is in constant 
communication with the foremost states- 
men of Japan. He is quoted as saying 
that anyone who imagines that Japan will 
not fight for what she considers to be her 
greatest interests does not know the 
Japanese people. Minister Unichida is an 
adherent of the “young Japan” party and 
has always advocated war if necessary 
to secure the evacuation of Manchuria, 

Sir Robert Hart, director of the Chinese 
imperial maritime department, said to- 
dav he feared China would be the chief 
sufferer by the war, should it Occur, for 
she might be ground between the two 
mill stones. The decadence of Chinese 
government has never been more com- 
pletely displayed than in these times when 
her ministers go from legation to lega- 
tion imploring other governments to help 
China, without any thought of China’s 
helping herself. There is absolutely no 
strength among the ruling ministers—no 
Prince Chung, Marquis Tseng or Li Hung 
Chang—all are venerable conservatives 
like Prince Ching. Wu Ting Fang, the 
wel] known ex-minister to the United 
Sates. tells his official friends that he 
despairs of China's future. 

“IT gee no hope,’ he says, “for China. 
The partition of the empire sooner or 
later is inevitable.”

Casualties in Pennsylvania 
Read Like Losses in 
Great Battles. 


Harrisburg, Pa., December 23.—Hazards 
of railroad life are sharply emphasized 
in the annual report of John I. B. Brown, 
secretary of the department of internal 
affairs, in which a parallel is drawn be- 
tween the casualties among railroad em- 


and the union losses on some of the great- 
est battlefields of the civil war.

NEGRO BREAKS CELL LOCK. 


Iron Cell in Exposition Park Station 
Failed To Hold Charley 
Eanks. 

Charley Banks, colored, while a pris- 
oner in a cell in the police station at 
Exposition park Tuesday, performed a 
feat that has aroused much comment, and 

by which he all but gained his liberty. 

Banks, who Is 6 feet In height and 
weighs over 200 pounds, had been ar- 
rested by County Policemen Cheshire and 
Maddox on Piedmont avenue, near Ex- 
position park, on the charge of stealing a 
cow in DeKalb county, and was placed in 
the park police station, in charge of City 
Policeman Mike White, who does duty 
at that station. 

Policeman White locked the negro in a 
cell and stepped out of the building. He 
returned within a few minutes, and was 
astonished to meet Banks coming out of 
the door with his shoes in his hands, The 
officer instantly seized the big negro and 
shoved him back into the prison and into 
a cell, and then made an investigation. 

The negro had gotten out of the cell by 
reaching his hand through the bars, and 
then, by the use of extraordinary 
strength, twisting the spring lock off of 
the door. 

Banks was soon transferred to the city 
station, and was not given another chance 
to burst out of another of the iron cells. 
Sheriff Talley, of DeKalb county, came 
to Atlanta yesterday morning and placed 
the negro in the DeKalb jail. Banks 
was found with the stolen cow in his 
possession, and admits his guilt. He 
stole the animal] from his employer and 
had driven it to Atlanta, The cow ha.

FOR GEORGIA 


It Will Be Some Months Be- 
fore Secretary Root Makes 
Assignment,

Washington, D. C., December 23.— 
(Special).—Atlanta Constitution: The 
militia of Georgia will in all probability 
be without the services of an officer of 
the United States army for some months. 
Secretary Root has decided that in view 
of the scarcity of officers for service 
with their regiments owing to so many 
being assigned to special duty, no of- 
ficer on the active list will be assigned 
to service with the militia, and President 
Roosevelt approves this decision. 

Governor Terrell, it will be recalled,

telegraphed the war department that he 
did not care for an officer on the retired 


list. Congress has placed at the dis- 
posal of the war department for this 
duty twenty retired officers, and they 
have been assigned to states which in 
response to the secretary’s queries, ex- 
press a desire to have them. The full 
quota has been asked for and there are 
now no others in the light of Secretary 
Root’s decision. For assignment to this 
service the secretary has in contempla- 
tion making a request upon congress for 
autherity to use twenty more retired 
officers, and until such provision is made 
the states which declined the first offer 
of such service Must go without. 

The decision of Secretary Root against 
assigning officers on the active list meets 
the approval of all the army authorities 
who say that all such officers are needed 
with their regiments. It is probable that 
the secretary was influenced in his -de- 
cision by the possibility that troops may 
yet be needed on the isthmus of Panama.

I also in- 
vite yeur attention to the source from 
Which the paper claims to have obtained 
its information—namely, the statements 
of First Lieutenant James E. Runcie (late 
major United States volunteer cavalry) 
made to various reliable parties, and to 
request that the matter be referred to 
the inspector general of the army for 
Such action as may be required under the 
circumstances, or to any other authority 
Which the war department may deem 
Proper. I inclose herewith a ctatement of 
the facts in the case, together with true 
copies of letters, extracts from letters, 
etc., bearing on the subject.

S. 1. A. A. RULES” 
ARE CRITICIZED 


Changes in Summer Base- 
ball Playing Are No 
Improvement, 


The recent changes made by the S&S. I. 
A. A. in the eligibility rules governing 
baseball playing in the SummMer, which 
apply to the college baséball 
players, have aroused much  dis- 
cussion among those interested 
in ,ollege sports, and it is the 
opinion of many that the changes which 
have been made have failed to strike at 
the root of the evil. 

By the changes which have been méde 
no college player can play with a team 
which {s a member of a league and no 
player is allowed to receive expenses for 
playing on a team unless it {s his home 
club. In this case he is allowed to re- 
celve expenses but must have Tresided in 
the home town for one year-at least. 

If these rules wre rigidly enforced, 
many say thaf it will tend to lower the 
cless of baseball played in the colleges, 
and work a hardship on the players. But 
the real trouble comes in the fact that 
a man who loves baseball is going to 
play it in the summer, rules or no rules. 
The authorities are going to find trou- 
ble in compelling students to abide by 
the rules and will probably find it im- 
possible to enfore this law. 

The same result which the S. 1. A. A. 
desires to bring about could have been 
accomplished {in a much easier way. If 
the association would give the president 
power to aSk the proper questions and 
appoint an executive committee to con- 
sider the answers the whole matter 
would be easily settled. : 

For as it has been in the past and will 
in a great measure be in the future, 


just as soon as a player files with him

THUNDER TAKEN 
FROM COMMITTEE 


Councilman Key Has Difference 
with Ordinance Committee 


Put His Name Over Measure Provid- 
ing for Probation System for 
Juvenile Offenders, and the 
Etfects May Be 

Far-Reaching. 


The manner in which Councilman James 
I. Key relieved the ordinance committee 
of its thunder during the last session 
of council has been a topic of considera- 
ble conversation and comment at the 
city hall during the past few days, partic- 
ularly as it affects the local political 
situation and opens room for speculation 
regarding possible developments. 

The cause of the estrangement between 
Councilman Key and his fellow. members 
of the ordinance committee, of which 
Councilman Key is chairman, is the fact 
that Councilman Key fathered the ordil- 
nance providing for the probation court 
for juvenile offenders, while members of 
the committee contend that it is the 
child of the committee and should have 
been introduced by the Ordinance com- 
mittee. 

The probation 
that one which prevents the sending of 
juvenile offenders to either the stockade 
or the reformatory. Instead, the pro- 
bation judge attempts the reformation of 
the children while they remain at home. 
He does so by suspending sentence, in- 
ducing them to reform, by compellig 
their attendance at the probation court 
upon certain days, when he lectures them 
and advises with them. After he is as 
sured that the: children have been re- 
fcrmed he dismisses their cases, but 
if they prove to be incorrigible he sends 


them to the reformatory. 
This system is said to have worked 
splendidly in other states. It Was first 
mentioned in Atlanta during the Na- 
tional Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection, which was in session here last 
May. Later it was made the subject 


of Atlanta. The potition was referred 
to the ordinance committee, of which 
Councilman Winn is chairman, and was 
thoroughly discussed by that body. 

One of the most interested members 
of the committee in the matter of the 
inauguration of the probation system was 
Councilman Key, who secured data and 
who urged a favorable recommendation 
by the ordinance committee, 

Consequently when the 
decided last week that 
had come for. a_ =~—report Council- 
man Harwell moved that Council- 
man Key ang City Attorney May- 
son be appointed a subcommittee 
to draft the probation ordi- 
nance, embracing in it the ideas ad- 
vanced during the sessions of the com- 
mittee and any,others they might them-. 
selves have. This subcommittee was 
to have reported back to the ordinance 
committee, 

Sent It to Council. 

The ordinance was drafted but In- 
stead of presenting it to the ordinance 
committee for action Councilman Key, 
presented it to council as a 
new resolution during the last session 
of the body, and at the top of it appeared 
his name, instead of the name of the 
ordinance cdmmittee. 

It was this “By Councilman Key" that 
caused all the trouble. The members of 
the ordinance committee who favor the 
measure declare that they will endeavor 
to have the measure presented by Coun- 
cilman Key referred to the ordinance 
committee when council next meets, and 
this will prevent it from being acted upon 
during the life of the present council. 
Instead. it will go over into the next 
year, and will be acted upon by the 
committee of the council of 1904, 

This is the effect, so far as the proba- 
tlon ordinance is concerned, but there 
ray be other and more far-reaching ef- 
fects. 

Councilman Courtland S. Winn, the 
chairman of the ordinance committee, 
has stood very close to Councfilman Key 
during the past year, supporting him tin 
his fight against the police board, and 
otherwise being in many instances one of 
his political advisers. 

When Councilman Key announced that 
he would make a race for the mayoralty 
in. 1904 Councilman Winn announced him- 
self as a supporter of the candidacy of 
Councilman Key. 

Consequently when Councilman Winn 
was aporoached by numerous friends and 
requested to anrounce himself a candi- 
date for mayor he declined, saying that 
he would support Councilman Key. It 
was considered an announcement that he 
would not oppose CounctIman Key's elec- 
tion under the existing conditions. At thts 
time the aspect of affairs ts said to have 
undergone a change. 

Members of the ordinance comnrnittee 
declare that, to say the least, it wag in- 
subordination for Councilman Key to fail 
to report back to the ordinance com- 
mittee, of which Councilman Winn {!s 
chairman 

Because of these facts developments are 
looked for and, as has been stated, they 
are expected not only to effect the proba- 
tion ordinance, but probably the mayoral- 
ty campaign of next year.

J. 8. Anderson, well known in North 
Carolina, died yesterday morning at a 
private satitarium in the city, after an

of North Carolina at intervals since th2 
constitutional convention of 1876. When 
the war began he entered the confeder- 
ate army and served throughout the war, 
eurrendering as a captain. He was 68 
years old and was a Mason.

Tolstoi’s ‘Resurrection,’ the drama 
which proved to be the sensation of Lon- 
don, New York and the entire theatrical 
world, was given its initial performance 
in Atlanta at the Grand last night. The 
dramatization follows too closely the 
novel of Count Tolsto! to meed any ex- 
planation. As every one knows, the 
story deals with the question of living 
Outside of the pale of the seventh com- 
mandment, The theme is a very old one 
and requires the treatment of the mas- 
ter hand. Very often the efforts of the 
painter are nothing more than a nasty 
daub. Other writers have painted the 
portrait of Mary Magdalene with so fine 
a brush that the true picture has been 
sacrificed to art aud the whole became 
nothing more that the work of an im- 
pressionist with the real character hid- 
den behind veiled suggestions that no 
man might take offense. 

It igs not so with Tolstoi. If he. ever 
considered the sensitive feelings of hfs 
readers the same is not on record. He 
takes the woman of the streets and 
paints the true portrait, There is no at- 
tempt at diffusion o) subterfuge, but 
rather the every detail in alj its horror, 
in all its suffering, tm all its cost and 
sacrifice is brought out with the strength 
of bas relief, And in just as vivid colors 
he paints the picture of the atonement 
and in the final awakening does not try 
to paint out the original scar in the por- 
trait, but leaves it as a wound hbeautiful- 
lv healed in the love that ts born of self- 
sacrifice. 

Prince Dimitri is first fntroduced as 
the reckless, handsome profligate, who, 
pleased with the appearance of Katusha, 
later knuwn as Maslova, 
and leaves for his regiment. Katusha, 
who is part servant, part companion of 
his relatives, 
because of the secret 
kept to herself. Ten years later she ap- 
pears in a trial as an inmate of a house 
charged with trying to poison a man. On 
the jury is Prince Dimitri, her betrayer, 
who recognized her and learns of the 
terrible suffering he has brought upon 
the girl Although innocent, she is sen- 
tenced to exile in Siberia 

With the sentence comes the full real- 
ization ofy his respcnsibility. From the 
rake he becomes the earnest follower of 
Katusha in the hope f atoning for his 


igin. His first visit to the prison where 


Maslova is still the cigarette-sinoking. 
drinking scarlet woman and her final 
recognition of the prince, leaveg abso- 
lutely nothing to be tnferred. It fs again 
the true portrait as Tolstoi painted it. 

Afterward comes the spiritual awaken- 
ing and in the soiled and dirty canvas 
there again is the touch of the master- 
hand, not blotting out the entire picture 
in substitution after the manner of the 
ordinary, clumsy craftsman, but a pro- 
cess of subtle retouching, a strengthening 
of the true womanly Mghts in the pic- 
ture and a beautiful softening of the 
darkness that belonged to a life of shame 
until they become only softened shad- 
Ows in the background, throwing into 
stronger contrast the Innocence that 
comes with consecration and resurrec- 
tion from the past. 

And this last is a beautiful picture, the 
kind that looks down from frescoes in the 
churches of the old world and painted in 
the foreground the Master saying, ‘‘He 
that is without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her.”’ 

Limitations of space forbid giving at 
this time more than a rough skeleton 
crudely drawn for the refreshing of the 
memory, Tolstoi’s Resurrection is not tn 
any sense an entertainment for the por- 
trayal of a lesson that has ever been 
present since the world was young, it is 
a masterpiece, In its picture of the wages 
of sin it is as horrible as the prisons or 
Siberian camps can make it. In its paint- 
ing of the spiritual light that comes with 
the g/akenng froin a fallen past, it car- 
ries with it the love and pardon as pre- 
sented in the gospe) as the great theme. 


y As a@ sermon it deals with life In a way 


that is just as applicable in Georgia as 
in Russia; in Atlanta as St. Petersburg, 
aml once heard this sermon as presented 
last night will mever be forgotten. The 
impression while one of horror is always 
one of strength and as a peychological 
study it is tremendously convincing. And 
perhaps there is nothing which could be 
taken as a better text then a remark ad- 
dressed to the prince while a profligate: 
Mh when did you commence think- 
ng?”

The 
Hoar resolufion will, In all probability, 
be sent to the foreign relations commit- 
tee and changed in form, because the 
administration leaders do not want Sens3- 
tor Hoar to get the credit for such ac- 
tion as the senate will take. The leaders 
fee] quite bitterly toward Senator Hoar, 
but many of them deem the purpose of 
Ris resolution to be all right, now tnat 
the question has been raised, while they 
felt badly over the resolution coming 
from the republican side, a good many 
of them who are staunch supporters of 
the administration and who will vote 
for the treaty under any circumstances 
believe that In some respects the papers 
sent by the president to congress do not 
make out as clear a case as could have 
been made out. They have no doubt 
of the ability of the president and ths 
state department to show that this gov- 
ernment had no hand whatsoever in fa- 
menting the revolution upon Panama, but 
they agreed with Senator Hoar that the 
official communications have not quite 
proved the case. 

Further Defense Being Prepared. 

Officials of the state department are 
accordingly preparing an additional state- 
ment which will probably be submitted 
as soon as congress reconvenes. 

The particular point of attack upon the 
administration les in the question wheth- 
er this government had good reason, from 
the information received through perfect- 
ly legitimate sources, to believe that an 
uprising upon the isthmus would follow 
the rejection of the treaty at Bogota, or 
whether the ships were sent for the pur- 
Pose of promoting the resolution. That 
the president and the stare department 
had such information is unquestionably 
true. The insinuation that they came 
by this information through conniving 
at the secession of Panama !s the basis 
for practically all of the criticisms which 
have been aimeg at the administration up 
to date. 

It is to meet this insinuation that the 
additional reply of the state department 
is being prepared.

The first is 
made up of official dispatches from Minis- 
ter Beaupre at Bogota, who, it will be 
shown, frequently expressed the bellef, 
While the canal subject was being dis- 
Cussed by the Colombian congress, that 
Unless the congress ratified the treaty 
With the United States the people of Pan- 
ama would secede and set up an inde- 
pendent government.

American war ships there with orders to 
keep down trouble. 

The other feature of this paper now 
% preparation consists of extracts from 
newspapers going back (ffor several 
months. In these newspaner reports, 
which came from Bogota, Panama and 
Colon, the certainty of a revolution was 
frequently set forth. It will be recalled 
that at the time President Marroquin 
appointed General Obaldia to the gover- 
norship of the department of Panama 
there was a great howl raised at Bo- 
gota on the ground that this appoint- 
ment of a resident of Panama to the 
governorship meant putting tn that i‘m- 
portant office a man who was in sym- 
pathy with the aspirations of the inhab- 
itants of the isthmus for independence, 
and secession wag then predicted by 
everybody familiar with the sentiments 
of the outraged people of Panama. The 
showing made by these newspaper re- 
ports strongly upholds the contention 
that the state and navy officials did not 
have to have any inside or outside in- 
formation concerning the probability of 
serious trouble on the isthmus excepting 
that received fom these two sources. 

It looks, therefore, as if eSnator Hoar’s 
resolutions of inquiry would bring out 
a perfectly satisfactory reply on this 
particular phase of the acts of this gov- 
ernment. 

Financing the Revolution. 

There is just one other point of attack 
which may yet figure prommently in the 
discussion over the treaty, but which 
has not yet figured in_the debates. That 
has reference to the financing of the 
Panama revolution. 

It is pretty well understood that some- 
body outside of the isthmus put up the 
money to put the new government on 
its feet. The sum advanced has been 
stated with a good deal of posit:veness 
to have been $300,000. It {s claimed 
by some who are desirous of criticising 
the administrationu that this $500,000 
was advanced by the Panama Canal 
Company crowd, and some people go so 
far as to say thfy can prove that this 
was donne only after the men with the 
money had received assurances from the 
state department that the new republic 
would have not only the moral, but the 
physical, support of the Un;ted States. 

Whether esnch direct connéction  be- 
tween Officials of this government and 
the revolution was had can be shown, 
I do not know. The charge {s made. I 
have been told there is evidence to sub- 
stantiate it—not mere circumstantial evi- 
dence, but evidence from the men in 
New York who advanced the morwy to 
the Panama canal crowd, who, fn turn, 
advanced :t to the men who were about 
to start the baby repuplic. 

If anything of this kind can be shown, 
it is probable that we may have a good 
many sensations before the tfreaty is 
ratified. On the face of it, this looks 
very much like something that could 
not be proven, even if true. Unless 
this is shown, and shown beyond any 
doubt, the opposition to rat ficalion Is 
likely to dwindle Into nothingness. 

It is certainly true that the great ma- 
jority of democratic senators do not in- 
tend to array themselves against ratifi- 
cation solely from any tendency toward 
mere partisan opposition to the admin- 
istration. They are not going to be In- 
fluenced by mere circumstantial] evidence; 
and unless it can be shown besond a 
doubt that there fs real substance to the 
charges, they will vote to ratify the 
treaty. 

It is my fudgement that the action of 
the Louisiana legislature in unanimously 
instructing the senators from that state 
to vote for ratification means not only 
that the treaty will have sufficient votes, 
but that in the end the great majority 
of democratic senators, and perhaps all 
ot them, will vote to ratify. 

Wilmington for the Treaty. | 

Wilmington, N. C., December 23.—(Spe-

believed That Czar Is Holding 
Up the Chinese Treaty, 


That Is To Say Russian Influence Is 
Forcing China To Delay Ratifi- 
cation—Situation Not Pleas- 
ing to the Adminis- 
tration. 


Washington, December 23.—(Special.)— 
Is Russian influence being exerted at 
Pekin to hold back the imperial decree 
ratifying the new commercial treaty be- 
tween China and the United States rel- 
ative to the opening of Manchurian 
ports? This query has been made 
by the state department in cabled in- 
structions sent (Minister Conger. Suspi- 
cion of such influence obtains strongly 
in official circles. Just what basis there 
is for it has not been disclosed, but it 
id acknowledged that instructions call- 
ing for a full investigation and prompt 
report have ‘been sent the American 
minister to China. 

When that treaty was ratified by the 
senate it was presumed that the ex- 
change of ratifications wags a mere for- 
mality which could be accomplished in 
a few days. When the matter was 
broached with the Chinese minister it 
was discovered that the treaty required 
imperial ratification at Pekin just as 
well as ratification by the United States 
senate 

State Department Surprised. 

This was a good deal of a surprise to 


the officials of the state department 
t 
‘and they at once got into communica- 
, ton with Minister Conger. Nothing has 
| been done. This fact hag caused no lit- 
| tle uneasiness at the state department, 
because it was the desire of Prestdent 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay to use this 
Manchurian treaty as a basis for an 
excuse to get into the far eastern dis- 
pute to the extent at least of letting 
Russia and Japan understand that the 
United States has a distinct commercial 
interest in the territory now under dis- 
pute. The suspicion that Russia is tam- 
pering with the Chinese authorities to 
hold up the imperial decree relating to 
this American treaty is strong in offl- 
cial circles, but so .far as known it has 
ne proof. One thing is elear. If it de- 
velops that the Russian government has 
been interfering with the private affairs 
of this country and of China, the czar’s 
government will be called upon for an 
explanation in language that will not 
scund at all pleasant to the St. Peters- 
burg authorities, 
: There is a strong anti-Russtan feeling 
in officilal circles here, outside of this 
Manchurian matter. All the sympathies 
with Japan. The feeling is that. 
Russia is unduly pressing Japan in the 
pending negotiations, and that the czar's 
sovernment means to precipitate a war. 
This is taken as an indication that Rus- 
|}Sla has friendly assurances from Germany. 
| fn the light of this understanding, today’s 
| Berlin dispatches which speak of German 
conviction that England will join hands 
with Japan is taken as pointing strongly 
to the possibility of a general conflict. 
No Tariff Tinkering at Havana. 
There must be no tariff tinkering at 
Havana that will in any way negative the 
advantages given American imports un- 
der the terms of the recently ratified 
reciprocity treaty. This is the effect of 
the notice which has been sent by the 
state department to the Cuban congress. 
This notice has not taken officla] form, 
but is part of the {Instruction sent to 
Secretary of Legation Sleeper, who is 
acting as charge during the absence of 
Minister Squires, to investigate at once 
the reports of tariff tinkering and report 
promptly the results of his investigation. 
This action is taken because of a multi- 
tude of protests which have come fronr 
American merchants in Havana, who say 
that the tariff bill now under considera- 
tion by a committee of the Cuban senate 
would work greatly to the injury of 
American commercial interests.

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New York, December 23.—At the open- 
ing of the United States Ship Building 
hearing today Counsel Untermeyer imme- 
diaetly took up the subject of the publl- 
cation of the Alexander correspondence, 
declaring that so far as he knew, neither 
he nor his associate counsel nor any one 
connected with his office had anything 
to do with giving the correspondence to 
the press. 

*“‘However,” he continued, “I do not see 
how the question of contempt of court 
In the publication of this report can be 
raised in anything but a ‘Pickwickian 
sense.’ ”’ 

He said that he had learned that no 
less than fifteen copies of the corre- 
spondence had been made and distributed 
broadcast in New York; that he himself 
had had his copy only during the exami- 
nation; he said that coples of the corre- 
spon€ence had been offered for sale in 
newspaper offices in New York. 

“Under such circumstances,’’ he con- 
tinued, “it is absurd to claim that such 
correspondence is privileged.” 

During Mr. Untermeyer'’s extended re- 
marks On the subject he referred to the 
lack of courtesy “shown by opposing 
counsel’* and efforts to “side track the 
real issues in the case.” 

“At another time,’ he added, ‘‘we shall 
be very glad to go into this matter.’’ 

Newspaper Men Summoned. 

Mr. Guthrie, replying, declared that he 
had summoned three witnesses from the 
paper (The World) which published the 
correspondence yesterday and asked per- 
mission to go into the matter, but Coun- 
sel Untermeyer objected to a hearing on 
this subject being Injected into the ship 
building hearing.

Inquiry about other loans brought out 
the fact that on August 5, 1902, the trust 
company loaned to Oliver Wren, Mr. 
Schwab's secretary, $2,000,000, taking as 
security United States Steel Corporation 
preferred stock, the loan being repaid 
December 9, 1902. Mr. Root was then 
excused. Mr. Rose was recalled, and 
testified that the Bethlehem earnings for 
the year ending July 31, 1902, had been 
$1,261,891, but that no dividends had been 


paid. 


Not Borne Out by Facts. 

Mr. Rose gave a technical description 
of the effect of the charging off of $250,- 
000 from the Bethlehem ass¢ts in No- 
vember, 1902, declaring that the ship- 
building company had bought on repre- 
sentations in the books $250,000 in cur- 
rent assets which the facts did not bear 
out and that this same had appeared as 
current asséts in the statement to the 
New York exchange. 

Taking up then the alleged withhold- 
ing of Bethlehem dividends, which, so it 
is charged, was instrumental in wreck- 
ing the shipbuilding company which own- 
ed the Bethlehem stock, Mr. Untermyer 
obtained from Mr. Rose the statement 
that the Bethlehem company, which in 
April !, 1902, had debts amounting to 
$712,000, had by September |}, 1903, 
emerged entirely from debt, having paid 
off $325,000 since April |, 1903, and $750,- 
000 during the month of August. In addl- 
tion to applying this sum to debt reduc- 
tion, Mr. Rose stated, the Bethlehem 
company had since July 21, 1903, invest- 
ed $313.625 In the Uruguay Iron Com- 
pany. Upon Mr, Guthrie’s objection to 
this as testimony concerning transactions 
subsequent to the joining issue in this 
suit Mr. Untemyer rejoined that “One 
of the most significant phases in our case 
is the matters arising since the joining 
of action.” 

In regard to net earnings Mr. Rose's 
figures showed that-the earnings, $330,- 
176 in 1901, had increased to $1,261,891 
in 1902 and $1,662,530 jin 1903, dividends 
of $525,000 being paid in !I90!1, none in 
1902 and $250,000 in 1903. 

These last dividends, Mr. Rose said, 
went to the shipbuilding company to be 
applied on the $10,000,000 issue of bonds 
held by C. M. Schwab. 

At this point the hearing closed for the 
day.

FRIAR LANDS 


United States Will Make an 
Issue of $7,000,- 
000, 


Washington, December 23.—President 
Roosevelt and Secretaries Root and Shaw 
had an extended conference today re- 
garding the issue of bonds for the raising 
of money with which to pay for the 
friar lands in the Philippines. Secretary 


Root is in réceipt of a cablegram from 


Governor Taft announcing that the con- 
for the purchase of the lands 
have been signed. The proposition for 
payment, Governor Taft indicates, is 
that the government shall pse due dili- 
gence in the necessary surveys, exam- 
ination of title and sale of bonds and 
shall consummate the purchase within 
the period not ¢xceeding six months 
from the date of contract. Unless 
surveys shal] differ materially from the 
Villeges survey, the exact amount of the 
purchase price of the lands is $7,239,784. 
The lands to be purchased aggregate 
391,000 acres. Governor Taft’s cable 
concludes as follows: 

“As goon ag your recommendation is 
received, will pass act reciting making 
of eontract and authorize you to issue 
bonds much the same form as laws 
authorizing issue of certificate of in- 
debtedness.”’ 

At the conference today { was de- 
termined to authorize the issue of $7,- 
000,000 of 4 per cent bonds, redeematle 
after ten and with.n thirty -years, Phil- 
ippine bonds. They will be offered for 
sale in January. 

An act of the last congress provided 
for the issue of such bonds. They will 
be accepted by the government as se- 
curity for the deposit public funas. 

Some details concerning the Issue of 
the bonds yet have to be worked out, 
but no‘doubt is expressed that a ready 
market will be found for them in this 
country. Durmg the past seven months 
an aggregate of $5,000,000 of 4 per cent 
Phuiippine bonds have be@en {ssued and 


| more than half of these bonds are now

on deposit with the government as se- 
curity for public money. The bonds pre- 
viously published were sold on terms 
regarded as favorable to the govern- 
ment, each lot commanding a figure 
above par.

Manila, December 23.—Governor Taft 
has pardoned several Filipino prisoners 
on the approach of the Christmas fes- 
tival, including the priest, Leonardo de 
Pusy, who was under sentence of death 
by a military court for burying alive the 
presidente of Taylay, which has been 
commuted to penal servitude for a period 
of twenty years.

NEW WAR SHIPS 
FAR ADVANCED 


Secretary Moody Asks $2,- 
000,000 for Armor and 
Armament. 


Washington, December 23.—By reason 
of the great rapidity with which the 
new ships for the navy are being ad- 
vanced to completion Secretary Moody 
has transm,tted to congress an urgent 
request for an appropriation for $2,000,- 
COO tor agmor and armament to be 
made without delay. The last appro- 
priation made for armor and armament 
Was based on the amount expended per 
month last year, which was $7,309,708. 
Since July last this item has amounted 
to $1,109,980 per month, and after Jan- 
uary | the manufacturers of armor have 
notified the department that a material 
increase is to be made in their output. 

Secretary Moody also has asked for 
an immediate appropriation of $200,000 
to enable payment to be made to Cuba 
for land acquired by the United States 
for the Guantanamo naval station and 
to enclose the same within a wall or 
fence, according to the terms of the 
treaty. 

In explanation of this request Secre- 
tary Moody says: 

“Tho total amount due, to be paid to 
Cuba for advance rent upon receipt of 
this government of the land and other 
property at the station, amounts to $137,. 
421. Of this amount the owners of 
property valued by the commission at 
about $115,900 have signified their 
willingness to accept the valuation made 
by the commission. The owners of the 
remaining property, however, have ob- 
jected to the price and. condemnation 
proceedings have begun in the Cuban 
courts with the probable result ,that 
the appraised valuation will be very 
much increased by its judgment.” 

The sum of $100,000 was set aside to 
meet this expense in the last sundry 
civil pill.

TO MILLIONS 


New York Real Estate Deal- 
er Finds Himself Heir to 
Fortune. 


New York. December 23.—Jacob Gold- 
flam, a New York real eState dealer, has 
filed a claim to Illinois property said to 
be worth three million through increased 
value since the death of his uncle, Isaac 
Goldflam who was murdered 22 years ago 
by a footpad in Chicago 

Isaac left Warsaw when he was seven- 
teen. In Warsaw were his brother 
Saul and a sister, Esther. From time to 
time the absent brother reported his pro- 
gress but never told them he had be- 
come wealthy and was the leading citi- 
zen of Oquawka, Ill. As his millions in- 
creased his communications ceased a'- 
together. Meantime, about twenty-“re 
years ago, Jacob Goldflam, son of Sau!, 
came to this city to seek his fortune. 
To him, Isaac Goldfiam, the wealthy 
uncle, was a Mefe tradition. Three years 
later Isaac was killed and it is stated in 
absence of known heirs the estate, con- 
sisting largely of copper mines Invest- 
ments @nd real estate in Chicago, was 
turned over to the public administrator. 

Heirs of Isaac Goldfiam were advertised 
for but the nephew in this city never saw 
the advertisement. It was only récently 
that a Warsaw paper reproduced a story, 
printed in ‘Chicago, some time before of 
the unclaimed hoard of Goldfiam. This 
account was written to Jacob Goldflam 
and he visited his former home in Russia 
to collect documentary evidence of his 
Kinship. He has now returned home with 
this and a power of attorney from each 
of his relatives, authorizing him to act 
in their behalf for the acquisition of the 
estate. Other alleged heirs are being 
heard from in numbers end a brisk 
legal contest is looked for. 


POPE RECEIVES 
ON HIS THRONE 


All the Cardinals and High 
Prelates at the Vati- 
can. 


Rome, December 23.—The pope received 
all the cardinals and high prelates today, 
and they exchanged the season's greet- 
ings. The function was unusually inter- 
esting, as it was the first of the kind un- 
der the pontiff. 

The reception took place in the gorgeous 
throne room of the private apartments of 
the late Pope Leo XIII, now renovated 
and used as Pope Pius’ public reception 
room. The pontiff, in spotless white 
robes, was seated on the throne, while 
the cardinals ranged themselves in front 
of him according to precedence, Behind 


Oreglia, read a short, happily worded 
speech, to which the pope replied with his 
usual affability and modesty. 

The address of Cardinal Oregliia was of 
a religious character. The pope, in reply, 
spoke of the need of humility, the de- 
tachment of all followers of christ from 
the world, and the redemption offered to 
all without reference to social or political 
possession. The Lord, he said, came to 
save ali the people, poor and rich, al- 
though He preferred to hide His glory 
in the stable at Bethlehem. 

The assemblage then advanced and 
kissed the pontiff’s hand and broke up 
into small groups, Pope Pius speaking 
personally to each of them, 

The United States was represented at 
the reception by Monsignor Seton Titular, 
archbisop of Heliopolos, of Newark, N. 
J., and Monsignor Kennedy, rector of the 
American college.

CRAVE CHARCES 
MADE. BY FUSS 


Declares He Was Arrested for 
a, @ Small Debt 


ree 


Charges That He Was Able To Escape 
Jail Only by Paying Court Costs 
and Signing Notes—Grand 
Jury Given Facts iu 

the Case. 


This is the story told by A. S& Fuss, 
of i8 Henry street, to his attorney, Sid- 
ney Tapp, and which will in due time 
be brought before the attention of the 
grand jury. If the facts in the story 
are proved to be true, the grand jury 
will listen to one of the most startling 
tales of the conditions that now pre- 
vail or have prevailed up to within a 
Short time that has been brought be- 
sore their attention, In fact it suggests 
prehisteric times, of which Kipling 
wrote: 

“‘Whoso drew the longest bow 
Ran his brother down, you know, 

As we run men today.” 

The story told by A. L. Fuss is this: 

“About the middle of July, 1903, I be- 
gan to trade some with J. E. Guthrie, 
grocery merchant, and while trading 
with him lost my job. After losing my 
job I went to see Mr. Guthrie and tola 
him my condition and asked him to 
carry me uritil could get another job. 
He said he would carry me, but I must 
cut down my expenses to absolute ne- 
cessities. This I promised to do as 
nearly as possible. Subsequently I bor. 
rowed 50 cents from him, -which I paid 
him in cash on the day it was due. In 
the meantime I had secured a _ tempo- 
rary job, which barely pald my house 
rent. During the last ‘week in July I 
secured employment with the Colcord- 
William Lumber Company. Three days 
after I secured employment with them 
Mr. Guthrie, together with Bailiff Far- 
mer, came to the mill with a warrant 
for my arrest. I was greatly surpris¢d 
and asked them if there was not some 
way for me to settle the matter without 
going to jail. Mr, Farmer told me yes, 
I could settle ,;t by paying the bill and 
costs, and if I did not pay same he 
would put the handcuffs on me and 
carry me off at once. 

“I then went to the superintendent of 
the mill and asked if he would not as- 
sist me to straighten up the matter. 
The superintendent asked them what the 
costs would be and the bailiff told him 
$3.50. I then drew $3.60, the amount 
necessary to pay the costs and car fare 
to and from the court. They asked me 
to give orders On my salaey to be earned 
for the grocery bill, T.iis I did, and 


with the $3.60 I went with the ballift | 


and Mr. Guthrie to the court house, 
When we reached the court house Bailiff 
Farmer notified Judge Crimes that the 
case had been settled, but before settling 
the case Judge Crimes asked Mr, Guth- 
rie to stand up and, and swore h.m as 
io the facts in the case. After hearing 
Guthrie’s statement the judge permitted 
the case to be settled, and while gsit- 
ting across the table from the judge I 
paid the $3.50 costs to Mr. Guythrie, 
Made Note for Costs. 

“After I had paid the $3.50 the judge 
sald the costs were $1.60 more. I did 
not have the $1.60 with 
Farmer suggested that I sign a wages 
agreement for the balance of $1.60. This 
note was prepared by Bailff Farmer in 
my presence and witnessed by Judge 


Crimes. The note was payable to the 
Boston Loan Company, and was dated 
July 30, 1903, and was to be paid out 
of my wages for August. After I gave 
released me, and as 1 
I had 
no lawyer, and had no time to get one. 
T had asked the bailiff for time to get 
a lawver and he refused, 

Continuing, Fuss said that immediately 
following his settlement of this case and 
while in the court room of Judge Crimes, 
and in the presence of Judge Crimes and 
Bailiff Farmer, another bailiff (whose 
name he Coes not know) arrested him 
on a state warrant sworn out by W. 
P. Gaddy, the latter being present at the 
tinfe. Upon thus being confronted with 
a second warrant, he began to talk to 
the judge and told him that he didnot 
owe the full amount of the bill claimed 
and made other statements in connection 
with the matter, to which the judge re- 


sponded, ‘‘Tut. tut, tut, IT am not tryine 


this case now."’ Immedlately the second 
bailiff (the hbatliff who was with Mr. 
Gaddy) spoke up and said, ‘You cannot 
talk about It before the tudge, hecause 
this case is not on trial,” and other 
words to this effect and suegesteg that 
we go out and see if we could not settle 
the matter. 


Paid Half of Costs. 

“We then retired: that is. Mr. Gaddy, 
the prosecutor, the balliff and myself. 
We went into. the hall adjoining the court 
into a discussion of 
the maffer. The bailiff urged that wa 
settle the matter; that it was getting late 
and he wanted to go home and he want. 
ed the matter settled before he went 
home or ke would have to take me and 
lock me up. In the meantime Bailiff 
Farmer came out and urged that we set- 
tle the matter. Mr. Gaddy and myself 
argued over the matter. I knew the 
bill was more than I owed, yet I wag 
helpless. I had asked while in the court 
room for the privilege of securing a 
lawyer, but they declined to permit me 
to get one or even to telephone for one. 
The amount of fhe bill claimed by Mr. 
Gaddy was $11.01. He insisteq upon my 
paying the bill and all of the costs. This 
I declined to do. He then agreed to 
pay one-half of the costs if I would pay 
the other half and the amount of the 
bill. 

“Finally we settled the matter by my 
agreeing to pay $12.00, whereupon I gave 
an assignment on my wages when earned 
for the $12. I have since paid all of 
these claims or assignments against my 
wages. After concluding this agreement 
we returned to the court room and stated 
to Judge Crimes what had been done anda 
Mr. Farmer drew up the note of assign- 
ment of my future wages, and after 
reading same over stated to me that ‘f 
I did not pay same when they came due 
that this warrant would still hold good 
and they would come and arrest me 
again; and Judge Crimes stated at the 
same time that the notes were very bind- 
ing and it would be a very serious mat- 
ter if they were not paid.
